On January 12, 2021, Intermountain Gas Company (“Company”) applied to the
Commission requesting authority to decrease its depreciation and amortization rates from a
combined 2.97% (when weighted by December 31, 2019 assets) to 2.55%. The effect of the
proposal would be to decrease the Company’s annual depreciation and amortization expense by
$2,858,965. The Company requests its Application be processed by Modified Procedure and that
rates be effective retroactively to January 1, 2021.
